HOW TO PLANT FLOWER SEEDS 


Most flowering plants will live in almost any soil, 
but to give them a fair chance to develop, some care 
must be taken to make the ground suitable to their 
needs. The soil best adapted to flowering plants is 
generally a light friable loam, containing enough 
sand to make it porous, thoroughly pulverized and 
enriched with liberal amounts of Vigoro. Make the 
seed bed as fine, smooth and level as possible, ex- 
cept that a slight rounding of the bed is desirable 
that it may be well drained; do not plant when the 
ground is wet and do not plant too early. The 
ground must be thoroughly warm for most flower 
seeds. Oover each lot of seeds to a uniform depth 
which should not be more than four to six times 
the diameter of the seed; press the soil firmly over 
the seed; plant in rows so that the plantlets may be 
easily seen; thin to prevent crowding,

MOORE BARLEY 


A superior variety of barley developed at the 
Wisconsin Agricultural Experiment Station in co- 
Operation with the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
It was named in honor of the late Prof. R. A. 
Moore, who was one of the pioneers of barley im- 
provement in the United States. The seed was first 
released to the seed growers in Wisconsin for re- 
production in 1948, It is of hybrid origin involving 
three separate parents, Wisconsin Barbless, Chevron, 
and Olli, which is an early variety of malting barley 
introduced from Finland. Tests indicate that Moore 
malts well with quality similar to Oderbrucker and 
better than Wisconsin Barbless. Moore is a white, 
six rowed, smooth awn, spring variety, with a 
moderately compact head, and long wide spreading 
awns. It matures about the same time as Wisconsin 
Barbless, and is about the same in height. The 
straw is thicker and stands up better after maturity. 
It is more resistant to lodging than either Wisconsin 
Barbless or Oderbrucker. The kernels are long and 
the test weight tends to be slightly above Wisconsin 
Barbless. The hulls of Moore are thinner and stick 
tighter to the kernel with the result that there is 
less skinning during threshing. The awns are rough 
at the tip and break off easily in the threshing. 
It is moderately resistant to stem rot, powdery 
mildew, helminthosporium sativun, but is suscepti- 
ble to loose smut and covered smut, and moderately 
susceptible to scab. In yields over. a five year test 
period from 1944 to 1948 it outyielded by 6 per cent 
Wisconsin Barbless and 12 per cent Oderbrucker, 
having an average yield in a four year test of 57.02 
bushels per acre. It appears that it is better adapted 
to soils of medium or good fertility than to soils 
of low fertility.

A high-yielding, disease resistant variety first distributed by the 
Wisconsin Agriculture Experiment Station in 1941. It is a cross of 
Victoria, a South American oat, and Richland, an Iowa variety of 
Russian origin. The cross waS made at the Arlington Experimental 
Farm, Arlington, Virginia, in 1930. Thirty-three selections from

year test gave Vicland a 40% average greater yield over States Pride- 
The increase was much greater when compared with the older varieties 
of oats or a year when smut and rust were heavy. Reports of yields 
of over 100 bushels per acre are not uncommon, Vicland is an early 
yellow, short straw variety and on fertile soil the 
straw will attain a good height, but on soils low 
in fertility, we do not recommend it as the straw 
is likely to be too short to cut with a binder. 
Kernels are medium in size and well filled, with 
light or no awns, often running 36 pounds or 
more per bushel from the thresher. It goes 
through a long dormancy period after harvest 
and will stand in the shock for a long period 
without germinating, This is a distinct advan- 
tage in rainy weather.

Late Blight Resistant Potato 


A late potato introduced and released in 1937 by the United 
States Department of Agriculture at the Potato Breeding Station at 
Presque Isle, Maine, from a cross between Chippewa and Katahdin. Dur- 
ing a period of about five years, prior to its introduction, it exhibited 
remarkable resistance to late blight tuber rot caused by one of the 
most serious Potato diseases, known as Phytophthora Infestans which 
was the disease that caused the crop famine in Ireland in 1845. 
From 1938 to 1941, the Wisconsin College of Agriculture carried on 
extensive tests in nine different Potato-producing counties. These years 
the blight was unusually severe, but Sebago showed only 5% Blight 
Tuber Rot whereas the other standard sorts showed as high as 75 to 
85% tuber rot. Recent tests also show that this variety is highly 
tolerant to Potato Hopperburn caused by the Potato Leaf Hopper. Wis- 
consin Oollege of Agriculture Potato Specialists have found the Sebago 
is definitely resistant to the Yellow Dwarf disease which often causes 
heavy losses in the sandy soil regions of Wisconsin, Michigan and Min- 
nesota. Its yielding ability is about the same as Russet Rural or Cobbler. 
Cooking tests show the variety to cook up white where under the same 
conditions standard varieties cooked black, 


The tubers are very similar to Chippewa—white, thin skinned, shallow- 
eyed, and oval to oblong in shape. Vines are large, definitely upright 
in growth habits. During hot weather it has a tendency to roll its 
leaves which cause it to resemble the Leaf Roll Disease. This, however, 
has no connection with the disease. In season it is definitely a late 
potato. It sets its tubers several weeks earlier than Rurals, but the vines 
remain green just as long and sometimes longer. Because of its fine 


quality and thin skin, it is quite susceptible to Scab. Plants set heavy 
with tubers and therefore it requires a fertile soil.
